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ABOUT THE WAR. 
Kitchener sends a long despatch 
dealiag Chiefly with the pursuit of Gen. 
DeWet from the time of the failure 
of his attempt on Cape Colony. Lord 
Kitchener states that the raiders dur- 
ing the last to morths have lost 
heart ond ihe leaders are able to re- 
tain in the field only small bodies of 
desperate men who are prepared to 
adapt themselves to the vicissitudes of 
guerilla wartare and brigandage. They 
have, bowever, undoubtedly received ‘a 
certain number of recruits from the 
Colonial Dutch and the friendly feel- 
ings of a considezable portion of the 
rural population assure to them’ not 
only an ample Supply of food, but aiso 
timely information of the British 
novements. They avoid fighting and 
cling to the rugged mountainous lo- 
ealities and Lord Kitchener thinks 
that local tropps can, frustrate any 
movement toward the interior of the 
colony. 

In a private letter written from 
Krugersdorp, Captain Lawless, of the 
South African constabularly, says his 
command has just finished construct- 
ing a fort which they have called Fort 
Canada. At Krugersdorp they built 
three block houses seven feet high and 
with a five foot radius. Through these 
block houses are loop holes. Tha men 
are constantly smiging at Boers. Just 
a gouple of days before the letter was 
sent one of the men was shot from am- 
bush by a Boer. 

Stephen Duplooy, the Boer prison- 
er, who has reached New: York says 
in speaking of the retirement at Ber- 
muda and in South Africa that the 
British had treated him and his 
fellow prisoners kindly but despite the 
good treatment he cared for nothing 
but freedom. In swimming to the 
steamer Trinidad from St. David's 
Island, he passed several ‘sharks. Du- 
plooy admires Lord Kitchener, but 
likes General French better and says 
though the latter is bis enemy he and 
his fellow prisoners love him. He says 
that Britain has a great cavalry '‘lead- 
er in General French. General Baden- 
Powell, 1n ‘Duplooy’s qpinion, is an 
excellent geueral and worthy of all 
the credit given him. Duplooy paid 
a tribute to all the British generals 
and said that England has a’ well disy 
ciplined army, their defeats in South 
Africa, being due to their unfamiliar- 
ity with the country. Dupiooy also 
praises the Boer generals and sol- 
diers. He says that Kruger is not 
patriotic and that his place is in the 
field with the Boersjand not in Europe. 
In conclusion Duplooy said the Can- 
adian troops showed great bravery in 
the umpoytant battieg in South Africa, 

The next two months of the: war 
in South Africa—July and August— 
are expected to prove crucial. if op- 
erations do not during this period take 
a decided turn, it is quite possible that 
they will flicker on for another year. 
Clothing is what the Boers stand most 
im need of. They bave ample food— 

(there 1s not the remotest, possibility 
of ever starving them out—and their 
supply of ammunition, while not ex- 
cessive, is ample for their immediate 
needs. Lord sitcbener’s views that 
iurther reinforcements are unneces- 
sary ate shared by every one convers- 
ant with the situaticn. Meanwhile the 
civil administration, which was _ = ¢js- 
tablished by Lord Milner, is being car- 
ried on in his absence, and) to correct 
a misapprehension it may as welltjbe 
stated that the vast majority of (nis 
fappommtments are permonent. The 
area in which civil government can ‘pe 
carried on is not likely to be extend- 
ed yet to any great, extcnlt,p but the 
districts in which “protection” is guar- 
anteed by the military authorities are 
heing slowly enlarged by extending the 
mileage radius from each garrisoned

IN THE RAILWAY CAMP. 

To the query of when he would have 
the line completed, Mahcom McCrim- 
mon, contractor for the railroad ex- 
tension into Edmonton, shrugged his 
shoulders and intimated that the ele- 
ments would have more to say. about 
that than he would. Good weather 


was all he wanted. and good weather 
was what he wasn’t having. Two out 
of the three big storms which have fal- 
len of late hit McCrimmon’s camp 
and played havoc with it. The horses 
working on tha dumps ran away and 
the rain washed out the newly made 
embankments. The} rain interferes 
with the work and cguses the big 
gang of laborers to lay up 
in their’ tents for many days ov‘ of 
the week. Notwithstanding all these 
crawbacks the contractor has not 
been idle, as a walk over the dump 
shows, and it was quite a promenade 
yesterday, though not exactly an in- 
viling or pleasaatt on-. There is a 
littJe too much climbing up and sliding 
down, interspersed with a surfeit of 
Mill Creek and mud, to make it a fav- 
ovite resort just now. From the C. 
& E. railway line a mile south of 
Strathcona may be seen the tenis of 
the railway camp, lying a mile away 
to the east among the groves on the 
western bank of Mull Creek. It is at 
this camp where the work is in full 
swing, that is when the weathen per- 
mits. The first work is on the curve 
where the line, which has run due east 
from the track, bends to tha north 
and commences its descent into the 
valley of the creek. A few furrows 
torn out of :the fertile soil is the first 
evidence of grading work. Then, but 
a few feet farther on, tha grading 
proper is in view. Here McCrimmon’s 
men are busy re-modelling the face of 
nature to suit the requirements of 
Mackenzie & Mann. Though they 
have added to its usefulness they have 
not improved the appearance of na- 
ture’s plan. Where once were lofty 
banks covered with bright and heavy 
growth there now run ugly scars. In 
gulches where the winding creek was 
wont to boif and moar among a mass 
of folage intertwined there now are 
heaped great piles of clay. The grass 
and the greenness is gone and clay 
remains,—nothing but sticky, unsight- 
ly clay. F 

Here a view of the work shows the 
difficulties that the contractor has to 
contend with and goes far tof prove 
the correctness cf Sir Sanford Flem- 
ing’s statement—that the getting in 
and. out of the Saskatchewan giver 
would be the greatest difficulty a 
railroid would have io encounter on 
a, transcontinental survey through 
the Yellowhead pass. The line is a 
series of high heights and deep holiows 
following a valley that is serpentine 
in its meanderings; If is a succes- 
sion, of deep cuts and heavy’ fills. 
Twice ,within a, distance of 100 yards 
the creek has been diverted ta pre- 
vent its waters washing away the new- 
ly built embankment, and another di- 
version will yet) have to be made far- 
ther down. Then when the iine CTross- 
es Mill Creek trestie “ridges will 
have to be built, some three ot four 
bf them. 


A’bout the centre ot the stretch) on 
which grading is beine carried on is 
located the railway camp—a little 
canvass vi'lage. Besides the tents of 
the men there is a forge erected and 
al big eating tent anda rough board) 
kitchen adjoining. Here the food for the 
monety men at work on the grade, is 
Prepared and served. 

The work on the grade extends for 
a mile, but is not continuous. Isolated 
gangs of men at different points have 
picked holes in tha side hills and dump- 
ed clay in the hollows. Some places 
dump carts are being used and in 
others wheel scrapers. Others, which 
are not yet accessible ty borses are 
being: worked at wiih the never-fail- 
ing pick and shovel. The Galician is 
largely in evidence. Farther on yet 
past where the grading ends, athes 
men, are at work cutting down and 
burning trees which obstruct the 
right of way and which’ in’ that: par-
